‘A total of 119, out of 182 seniors 
in the high school graduating class, 


will attend schools and colleges | 


beyond the secondary level. 
Guidance Director William Igoe 
reported this week that 63 of the 


graduates will attend four-year, 
degree-granting institutions - 34.6 | 


percent of the class. 


Fifty-six will attend junior cole | 
business, technical or | 


leges, 
professional schools - represent- 
ing 30.8 percent of the class. 

The over-all increase is 1.6 
percent above the number of 
students in the 1960 class who at- 
tended these various institutions. 
Mr. Igoe reports that the increase 
is specially noticeable in the num- 
ber attending professional and 
two-year school category. 

In addition to these two groups, 
10 have their admissionto a school 
or college pending; six will attend 
prepschools; 12 will enter the 
Armed Forces; 18 have secured 
full-time employment and another

In spite of Congressional 
misgivings, however, the President 
went to Vienna with our nation’s 
Godspeed, and the determination 
that the Kremlin leader be made to 
realize that we act from a position 
of unity and strength... . Former 
President Eisenhower last week 
best summed up United States 
sentiment when he said, **As the 
President attempts to preserve our 
freedoms, as he seeks to strength= 
en peace, as he confers with foreign 
leaders, whether friendly or 
hostile, he has the hopeful and 
sympathetic good will of all loyal 
Americans, regardless of party.” 
_, , Incidentally, I was privileged 
to have lunch with General Eisen- 
hower last week here in the 
Nation’s Capital and was delighted 
to see the hale and youthful ‘*elder 
statesman”’ in such obvious good 
health. From his eight years’ 
experience in guiding our country 
through choppy economic and 
diplomatic waters, he soundeda 
keynote for the nation when he 
urged, ‘‘steadiness of leadership, 
care in planning, prudence inword, 
firmness in deed.” 

Our Fifth District reflects this 
thoughtful concern over the direc~ 
tion of the United States. When I 
was at home last week, I frequently 
heard the common-sense convic- 
tion expressed that when our 
government says a thing, it must 
mean it. In many conversations I 
found that most people share my 
belief that the Congress must not 
settle down to “‘business as 
usual,’’; that we mustcometo grips 
with the basic problems which 
threaten the peace and jeopardize 
our freedoms. I cannot over-em~ 
phasize the tremendous value your 
thinking on the issues has for me 
in my work here in Washington. 
In order to keep in closer touch 
with the people of the Fifth Dist- 
rict, I plan to hold regular office 
hours in each of the District's 29 
cities and towns as soon as Con- 
gress adjourns. Meanwhile, I am 
making trips home as frequently 
as the legislative load in Washing- 
ton permits.

“Six minutes traveling time is 
perhaps normal for most fire en- 
gines to reach fires, perhaps its 
less than average. 

“Thus we see that, far froma 
new fire station being needed in 
West Andover, relatively small 
investments to further increase the 
already excellent efficiency of our 
fire department shall do more than 
this proposed enlargement of 
government costs.”’
